SALINE LANDS.

AN ACT authorizing the Register of the State Land Office to close the
Saline Grant.

Fvosism’ﬂ' du-  Sgerion 1. Be it enacted by the Gemeral Assembly of the

. State of Towa, That the Register of the State Land Office
be, and is hereby authorized and required, under the di-
rection of the Governor of the State of Jowa, to obtain the
approval, close the grant, and obtain patents for all the sa-
line lands selected in and for the State of Iowa, and all
necessary expenses incurred thereby, to be paid by 'order
of the Governor on the State Treasurer.

Take effect.  Spe, 2. This act to be in force from and after its publi-
